PARIS, June 6.—One of the. stiffest 
fights yet waged within the narrow cir- 
cuit of the Commission on Reparations 
has been fought today and will continue 
tomorrow on the issue whether or not 
the Bankers’ Commission is to be muz- 
zled in its report as to the conditions 
under which it considers it possible 
to float a loan for Germany. 

Before they adjourned last week the 
bankers put tothe commission the ques- 
tion whether -the schedule of payments 
for Germany on, reparations “accoynt 
fixed in London last year was unalter- 
able, their purpose being to discover the 
exact conditions under which they were 
discussing the possibilities of the situa- 
tion. -Their action was interpreted in 
the Paris press, and evidentlyfalso by 
the French Government authorities, as 
indicating that an attempt was going to 
be made to reduce the reparations total, 
or at Teast that the bankers were pre- 
paring. fora report which would advise 
that no loan could be floated so long as 
the total stood so high. 

Premier Poincaré Immediately took ac- 
tion and informed the French Parlia- 
ment that he had instructed Louis Du- 
bois, the French ‘member of the com- 
mission, that there must be no reduction 
whatever of France's claims. “His action 
was interpreted: as a warning to the 
bankers that .they\ mrfist not interfere 
In the politics of the situation, as well 
as a warning to the Reparation Com- 
mission that it. must not imperil 
France's rights by any -reply which 
would .connote that a reduction might 
be made.

Their object is to examine the present 
financial situation .of the country and 
the present financial problem of. the 
world, and, while giving special atten- 
tion to the situation of France so as to 
present the whole money prohlem in un- 
derstandable fashion to the public mind, 
to urge the country to adopt a sound 
financial policy “and to indicate palljia- 
tives for the present situation.

States Supreme 
Court in the last few months against 
labor since the ascension to the Chief 
Justiceship of Mr. Taft,’’ ts a blow at 
the .‘‘ very foundation of the organized 
labor movement of America.’ 

** Such a déeision, if it holds,’’ he add- 
ed, ‘means that the big employer and 
the big financier can impose any con- 
dition on the wérking people and they 
dare not resist."’ 

Of Chief Justice Taft he said: ‘‘ The 
expression of Justice Taft that it was 
With ‘great regret that the court finds 
itself unable to affirm the decision of 
the lower ¢ourts holding the United 
Mine Workers lable’ is gratuitous, bit- 
ter and unforgivable."

“For the first time in the history of 
Federal decisions,’ he said, ‘ the court 
has laid down the principle that a volun- 
tary organization, not instituted for 
profit, is Mable for darfages for any act 
committed by one of its members, or 
group of members, mo matter how far 
related they may be in diatance of super- 
vision. 

‘It is on @ par with the famous case 
ddtided by the highest court of England 
in the Taff-Vale case tn 1906, in which 
the same. principle was laid down ‘in 
spite of ‘exiating laws. ‘Within a year 
the Parliement of England passed a 
law, commonly known as the Trades 
Dispute act, by which the decision of the 
court and the effect were rectified.

Mr. McAneny.explained that the com- 
mission was not definitely committed to 
the moving platform, and would main- 
tain an open mind toward suggestions 
until its final decision. “He said, how- 
ever, that the commission thought well 
of the project. 

“It seems to us that there is an ad- 
vantage in carrying the people just as 
they come instead of carrying them by 
the trainload to be dumped out at one 
time. ‘The commission sees avoidance of 
congestion by the creation of a method 
to carry more ‘people than are Carried 
today. _ Transfers to the moving plat- 
form should be free in the sense that 
there should be transfers ,to every trans- 
portation lne touching Forty-second 
Street. 


Would Retain’ Shuttle Service, 


“If. the moving platform is rebuilt, j 


the shuttle service would be. retained, 
certainly until the Platform , demon- 
strated its usefulness.” This would offer 
a choice to persons traveling across 
Forty-second ‘Street. Those in a hurry 
or those whose athletic ability ' was up

“I first tried to do that in 1911,” 
he said. “ Usually it was George Gould 
who stood in the way. He was the bad 
boy of the situation. Then I was told 
that Mr. Gould was willing but that the 
other fellows objected. 


Program Ten Years Behind. 


“We shall certainly move for the re- 
Mmoval of that spur. It is ugly, un- 
sightly and long past its usefulness, and 
there is no reason on earth for permit- 
ting it to remain. It stands as a demon- 
stration of a waste.” 

Mr. McAneny added that the moving 
platform was only part of the commis- 
sion’s proposed construction program, 
every line of which would feed into 
Forty-second Street, directly or indi- 
rectly. ‘The transit program is ten 
years behind,” he continued. “We 
ought to have begun to plan new sub- 
ways two years after the dual subway 
contracts were signed. The lines pro- 
vided by Chee: ntracts have already 

reached the t of saturation. 

“ The problem is not to overdo but not 
to stifle the city’s growth. Not’'a line 
nas been provided since /the new lines 

years ago. The difficulty in our 
teanalt situation is that we have always 
commenced construction at the moment

“We are putting put.a plan which we 
expect will bring new life, new promise 
and anew future for every part of thé 
city, but more than all, you’ men of 
Forty-second Street will be most bene- 
fited, for Forty-second Street will, be 
me greatest centre in the world.”’

Noti- 
fication.to this effect was sent to both 
champions yesterday, following the 
weekly meeting of the commission. 

At the meeting the commission decided 
to lift its prohibition against granting 
licensés for open-dir boxing. shows at 
pight:. In accordance with:a plan to 
permit a trial of night shows in the 
open air, licenses were issued to three 
organizations—the Ebbets-McKeever Ex- 
hibition Company, operating at Ebbets 
Field, Brooklyn; the Brighton Boxing 
Club of Staten Island, and the Columbus 
Sporting Club at Yonkers. -Tex Rickard 
stated that he had received assurances 
that a Hcense for open-air night shows 
at the new Velodrome would be issued 
upon application by, Manager John M. 
Chapman. t 

The latest ruling of the commission 
with regard tothe titles held by Kil- 
bane. and Wilson is part of a plan by 
which the commission intends.to make 
all ring champions defend their titles 
against legitimate challengers at_ least 
once every six months, as is provided in 
the law ei tophinge boxing in the Empire 
State. Kilbane is called upon to recog- 
nize a challenge issued by Johnny Dun- 
dee, holder of the 130-pound champion- 
ship belt, which was issued through the 
commission with an secoepanw ag Te 
cial _gracentes of good faith. Ibane 
is not licensed under the State Athletic 
Commission, but the absence ofa license 
does not deprive the commission of juris- 
diction in a such as this, accord- 
ing to Chairman William Muldoon. 


* Public Bestews Title. 


The commission regards the titles held 
by the various champions a§ honors be- 
stowed by the public upon the most_pro- 
ficient boxers; and not in any sense as 
personal property of the holder, or me- 
diums-of commercial value only, Chair- 
man Muldoon said.

A .aispatch from Pernarhbuco de- 
scribing the welcome of the Portuguese 
milftary aviators, Captains Sacapura 
and CouTINHo, when they finished 
their, transatlantic flight from Lisbon 
on June 5; says that ‘t the whole popu- 
lation Was délirious with excitement.'’ 
Such a din: of. whistles and bells and 
horns and human. voices had seldom 
beén “heard in the Brazilian port. 
Three miles of quays were lined with 
‘people, dnd afloat was‘every kind. Of 
‘decorated. craft; ashore, -processions 
carrying banners, and blaring music; 
It was 422 years since PEDRO ALVAREZ 
CaBRAL had “sighted thé.coast fn his 
caravel and claimed an empire for 
King EmaNvgv of Portugal. Naturally 
the adventurers from ‘Lisbon were 
heroes to the Pernambucans, who aré. 
proud of their Portuguese origin. Not 
Capra. himself was.a stouter captain 
than SACADURA and CoUuTINHO, and no 
aviators living had made a more dar- 
ing flight over the ocean from conti- 
nent to continent.

French and Italian 
representatives, the commission should 
also have Americans, Russians and 
Turks. The Turks, naturally, will vote 
for themselves,.and will be supported 
by their allies, the Russians. And, for 
some reason, Angota seems convinced 
that the» official representatives of 
America’ will favor the Turks,’ too, 
In view of the fact that news of these 
latest. atrocities. has -been provided 
chiefly by Americans of the Near East.
